Gold Standard Defence Aasociation in 
Engrlaud -Figrhting: Feared 
in Formosa. 



Spanish Victory In Cuba — Further 
Political Scandals In France- 
Norway and Sweden. 



LoKDOK, May 20.— The Gold Standard 
Defence Assooiation, which was formed yes- 
terday by leading bsDjcen and meroliantB .of 
the city of London, has Issned a olroalar for 

dlstribation in financial and commercial cir- 
cles, inviting bankers, morohants aad others 
tcjjoin the newly formed assooiation. 

An ofBolai despatch from Kavana an- 
nounces that the Spanish troops won a vic- 
tory over the inanrgenta. (Two small bands 
of insnrgsnts which have appeared in the 
vicinity of Camaguey are being actively pur- 
saed. 

C*rdinal Gibbons, of Baltimore, Md , 
after visiting tho archbishop of Paris, Car- 
dinal Biohard, has started for home. 

Lord LI Ching Fang, son of the viceroy, 
H Huni< Chang, with Mr. John W. Foster, 
will start from Shanghai for tho Pescadores 
to-morrow, to formerly transfer tho Island 
of Formosa to tha Japanoae, (Tho Japanese 
h&Te landed at Talpehfu, » town of 7,000 
Inhabitants and tho retidence of the gov- 
ernor of Formoas, and have Informed the 
authorities that they intend to taks poisei- 
sion of tho island. Fighting Is imminent. 

Ths Standard this morning says that Sir 
John Lubbock, Richard Biddulph Martin 
and Michael 13lddulph, Liberal Unionist, 
and Benjamin Louia Cohen, CoDservativo 
member of parliament, have sigued a mem- 
orial to tho Unionist leaders against bi-met- 
llism. 

The Chroniolo this morning lectures Lord 
Koaebery and says : *' Doubtless be may be 
called fortunate, but we hope he will never 
aspire to win another Derby." The other 
papers heartily oongratnlate the Premier on 
his double viotory. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from Paris 
reports that it was stated there last night 
that the examining . inagiitrates- report on 
the Sontiiorn railway scandal, which haa 
long ai;itated France and v.'hich was in- 
dirootiy responsible for the resignation of 
President CaBimlr-Periar, will involve 
several senators and deputioa, 

Joseph H. M&nloy, presented a letter o 
Introduction from tho late Secretary of 
State, Mr. Walter Q Greaham, to Lord 
Rosabery on Monday Isat. The Premier 
rooeivod him most cordially, and ohitlly 
owing to this Mr. Manley loieoted Sir 
Viato to win tho Derby and won enough to 
pay a large portion of the expenses of his 
Earopoan tour. Probably tho most fortun- 
ate of the Americans was Mr. Oxnard, the 
sugar millionaire of Nebraska. He said, I 
had tho same belief in Lord Bosebery's look 
that 1 had in President Cleveland s luck, 
hence I backed Sir Visto." 

The Times this morning comments edi- 
torially npon tho political and currency out- 
look in tho United States, stating : " All 
our information about the oieotoral cam- 
paign in America goes to show that both 
parties are doing their bent to maintain an 
attitude of adroit straddling. Upon the 
whole, the Repoblioans are performing tho 
feat with the greater dexterity." 

Prooesdine to deal with the silver ques- 
tion in its relation to the politioal struggle, 
the Times says; ** Admitting all the 
joggling of phrases and apparent oonfuiion 
of terms and ideas demanded by party 
exlgencins. It is pretty clear that the funda- 
mental conception of sound money is very 
firmly grasped, namely chat one dollar has to 
bo made and kept as good as every other 
dollar, no matter what theories go to tho 

all.

A law has boon passed permitting oom- 
moroial transactions in Russia to be con- 
cluded on a gold basis. 

A special despatch to the Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette, published thia afternoon, from a cor- 
Toapondent in Shanghai, aaya : " Alarming 
ruinora current ab Shanghai stated that a 
renewal of hoatilities la imminunti. Tho 
Viceroy of Formosa ia aaid to have rebelled 
against the govornmonb of Pokin. Tho 
Japanoeo shipa are reported to have baen 
cleared for action and the French ships at 
Tamaui, Formosa, aro also said to have been 
prepared for conlliot. In a^ldition, rumors 
of Runaian intervention uro current at 
Shanghai, and steamers have been ordered 
to Tientain with provielons in view of the 
probability of Russian hoetillty. 

LOSS OF THE "COLINA." 

F&clflc Mali StoaiuBhlp a Total Wreck With Hi; 
I'ussi'ns^ers on Hoard. 

San Fkancisoo, May — Tlio Morohanta' 
Exchange havo tho following diBpatch from 
Maozwiiio i Steamer Colina u total loss. 
Goo hundred and sixty paaaongers and crow 
lost, 21 saved. Much bullion lost. 

A dispatch to Mr. R. P. Schwerin, gen- 
eral manager and a[;cQt of tho Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co., says that tho Colina with 
1)^2 persons on board, including paaaoDgors 
and orow, foundered oil tho coast of Mexico 
on Monday. Fourteen paeaougors and five 
members of tho orow reached Manzmillo, 
Mexico, yostorday and gavo tho first infor 
mation of tho vessel's fate, Whether tho 
remainder of I lie passengers and crew os- 
oaped in small boats or went down with the 
ship is not known. 

IThe Colina sailed from San Franoiioo on 



the 18th instant for Panama and way ports. 
She carried 112 pasiengers, 40 in tho cabin 
and 36 whites and 46 Cbineau Ic the steer- 
age. Alexander Center, general agent of 
the company, says he ia confident that the 
other boats will come in, bat if there was 
any loss of life, It will be Impossible to give 
the fail list of the dead, as on her way down 
the vessel doubtless plotted np other passen- 
gers In addition to what she toblc from this 
city. 

The officera of the Paoifio Mail steamship 
company aro inclined to think the oanse of 
the disaster \^ as an accident to the ma- 
chinery. Tho vetseU had six life boats, 
and It is thought all these could have been 
lannohed no matter how rapidly the vessel 
sank. The telegram only accounts for ono 
boat, and tho fact that more had not arrived 
at Maczinillu at the time tho diapatoh was 
sent, was tho only indication that the loss 
of life may havo been very great. The 
Colina was a single screw propeller with 
iron hull, built at Chester, Pa., by John 
Ro»oh and Sons. Tonnage, 2.900 groaa and 
2,14.3 neb. Horse power, 1,100 ; speed, llj 
knots. Thia will be her 129th voyage 
to Panama. She carried about 2,000 tons 
• f cargo, valued at S10;i,000. 

CoiX)N, May 29 — The news of tho wreck 
of the Paoifio Mail steamship Colina off 
Manzanlllo, Mexico, is confirmed here. Be- 
yond the rsport that many lives hav.e been 
lost, no further details bave been obtained. 



SIR VISTO" TARES TBE DERBY. 



Lord Bosebery Again Has the Honor 
of Ownioir the Winner of Bngr- 
land's Great Bace. 



Lord Bosebery's Victory a Most 
Popular One- How the Bace 
Was Won. 



Epsom Downs, May 29. — The Derby was 
won to-day by Lord Rosebery's bay colt, Sir 
VIsto, by Bdircaidino-Viata, and was ridden 
by S. Loatea ; T. Cannon'a brown colt, Cur- 
zon, by Gooon Wave-Fib, ridden by Chal- 
loner, second, and Sir J, Blundell Maple's 
bay colb Kirkoonnell, by Royal Hampton 
out of Sweet Sauce, ridden by Bradford, 
third. There were fifteen starters, the field 
Including : Mr. A, D, Coohrane'a Beok- 
hampton, Col. North's Galoplan, Sir J. B. 
Maple's Owl, Mr. J. H. Houldsworth's La- 
veno, Mr. F, Johnaton'a Levar, Mr. H. Mc- 
Calmont's Raoonteur, Mr. Rnesell's Slow 
Step, Mr, Farie's Solaro, Mr, L. Brassey'a 
Chibeabos, Gen. Randolph's The Brook, Lord 
Ellesmere's Villiors, and Mr, G. A. Ballis' 
Salvington. 

Tho conditions of the race are as follows : 
Darby stakes, £G,000 by subaorlption, 50 
sovereigns each, half forfeit, or five sove- 
reigns only deolared by first Saturday In 
January, 1894, for three year olds. Colts 
carry 126 pounds, and fillies carry 121 
pounds. Nominator of tho winner to re- 
ceive 500 sovereigns, the owner of tho aoc- 
ond horse 300 sovereigns and the owner of 
the third horse 200 sovereigns out of the 
stakes. Distance about miles. 

The horses were ssnt away at 3:21 in 
ideal racing weather and with a fair start. 
Mr. Brassey's Chibeabos went out with the 
lead and made the rnnulng nntll the down- 
hill part of the oonne was reached, when 
General Randolph's The Brook, moved up 
and led by a neck. On entering straight 
away Mr. Coohrane's Backhamptonchallcng- 
ed The Brook and Mr. Cannon's Curzon was 
sent along to keep lieckhampton company. 
It now looked liko Curzon's ond Beokhamp- 
ton quickly fagged, but ineido tho distance 
Lord Rosobory's Sir VIsto camo along at o 
rattling pace, mowing them all down and 
shot under tho wire a full three-quarter 
length ahead of Curzon. Sir J. Blundell 
Maple's Kirkoounel beat Mr, Fario'a Solaro 
for third place and waa but half a length 
back of Curzon for aooond money, 

Tho time was 2 minutes 4.'! 2 5 seconds. 
A year ago Lord Roaobery won tho Darby 
of 1894 with his bay colt Ladas. Betting 
ab tho start was 9 to 1 against Sir Visto, 33 
to 1 against Curzon and 100 to 8 against 
Kif 1; cornel. 

The victory of Sir Visto was the occasion 
for a popular demonatratlon equal to that 
which greeted tho victory of L idas in 1894 
A largo crowd of pooplo gathered around 
tho Premier after the race cheering him 
frantically when Sir Viato was led in a 
winner. The Prince of Wales was similarly 
cheered when his two year old bay colt 
Courtier, by Hampton, out oi Marguerite, 
won the Caterhap plate earlier in tho day. 
The Caterhap plate is of 200 sovereigns for 
two year olds. The Americans as a rule 
were unosnally fortunate in to-day's betting. 
Mr. Richard Croker won on the first race 
by backing Courtier. 

Bright Eunshino and a gentle breeze 
brought a largo crowd to tho Djwne, duo to 
a deairo to boo tho aocond aon of tho Amoer 
of Afghaniatan, Nasruulla Khan, accom- 
panied by tho Prince of Wales and his suite 
ot tho races. Tho Duke of Cambridge, tho 
Duko and Ducheea of Saxo Coburg and 
Golha, Duke and UuchoBS of Connaught, 
DuUo and Duchess of York, Duke and 
Uuchesa of Took and other members of tho 
royal family were proaont. The royal party 
camo to tho Downa ou a Bpeoial train about 
noon. Tho soono wua a moat brilliant ono, 
and among those who wore proaont in tho 
onoloaure when tho race started were Lord 
Roaebery, tho Earl of Cork and Oasory, 
Duke of Wostniinator, Duko of liouu'ort, 
Duke of St. Albans, Duko of Devonshire, 
Prince Soltykoff, Earl of Cudogan, Karl of 
Coventry, Marquis of Zstiand and Earl of 
Durham.

— The special correspon* 
dent of the Associated Press who Is inves- 
igaticg the situation in Armenia, furnished 
the following correspondence, dated Ujutfa, 
Russia, April 20 : "The Turkish anthor- 
Ibies are taking prompt measures to prevent 
an uprising of Armenian 'revolntlouists. 
Within the past few days all rentes leading 
to Van have been closed by order of the 
Turkish government, the Intention being to 
cut off communication between the revolu- 
tionary loaders in Persia and their agents in 
Armenia. The last caravan that tried to get 
through to Tan from Khol was seized by the 
Turkish officials. On tho person of one of 
the caravan drawers was a letter from an 
unknown writer from Salamas, addressed to 
an Armenian in Van. The writer of the 
letter announced to his friend that 500 revo- 
lutionists, armed with rifles, wore waiting, 
in the Persian village of Salamas for an op- 
portunity to attack Van, and asked informa- 
tion regarding tho dispoaition of the govem- 
mont troops. The seizure of the oaravan 
and the l>locking of the roads to Van oansed 
no end of consternation to the .Ar- 
menian revolntionists, as the action 
serionsiy interferes with theiF most) 
important arrangements. From the 
lower valleys comes word that the Kurds 
are fighting among themselves. Within 
the past week the Turkish consul at 
Saultch Bulttk, in Poreia, tried to cross over 
into Turkey with an armed escort of 12 men 
but waa turned back by tho Kurds who hold 
posacBBion of all tho roada. At tho same 
time tho Turkish cflicials in tho towns near 
tho border wore chased out of tho country 
by tho Kurda. The Armenians hope the 
Kurds and Turks will got into a fight and 
exterminate each olhf r. 

Nkw Yohk, May 29 — A well informed 
person in Woatern Persia believes tint Asia 
Minor is on tho verge of a grot religous 
war which the Sultun cf Turkey is forcing 
upon tho world in order to retain prestige 
among the Mohamniodann. Aa eight months 
havo passed ainoo tho Saaaoun and Moosh 
masaaoroB and nothing has been done In cun- 
seqaenoe by the Turkish government, the 
Moslems of Persia aro beginning to believe 
that nothing will be done and that Europe's 
protests count for nothing. As a result the 
Pcrolans are beglanlDg to talk of having a 
massacre of Christians on their own account. 
Wore it not for the strong hand of 
tho Persian govsmment and the good 
will and protection of the Shah, the Chris- 
tian population of Persia would be mur- 
dered within a week. If the moharem 
soason next June and July passes over 
with no unpleasant reault to tho Christians 
It will bo little short of a miroclo. The 
newa which has ju»t boon received of im- 
pending trouble in Bitllp, aa well aa Van, Is 
not reassuring. Tho situation in Armenia 
haa grown no bettor for the preaonoo of the 
oommiaBlon of inquiry.

Tlte (liearr Law Valid. 
Washinoton, Miy 28 — The aapreme 
oonrt yeaterday affirmed the constitutional 
ity of tho Geary Chinese exclusion act in 
the case of Lem Moon Sing, a California 
Chinaman, who left this country and waa 
refnaed admiasion on hia return. Justice 
Harlan, in hie opinion, aaid the statute 
entrnated to the ooUeotor the power of 
paaaing upon the faot. Lsm Moon Sing 
oonteaded he had acquired a domioile ks 
a oltiasn of the United States htfore the 
paaaage of the exclusion aot. The jaatice 
aaid that if the oourta were to review tb 
deeisioua of colleotora in snoh oases i 
wonld bring a great number of oases before 
the courts and defeat the intention of oon 
gress to have the law enforced by legislative 
force. The only remedy tho appellant had 
was an appeal to the supreme officer of the 
collector, the aecretary of the treasury. 
The court refrained from expressing an 
opinion aa to the merits of the case and the 
judgment of the court below denylnf; the 
application for a writ was affirmed. Judge 
Brewer dieaonted. 

Henry Tlllard to Account. 
MiLWAttKEE, May 28. — Henry ViUard 
will probably soon be called into court to 
make an accounting of over $500,000 of 
Korbhern PaciGc money which the receivers, 
Meaara. Payne, Rouse and U.ike9, believe 
he has unlawfully withheld. The facta are 
set forth in a long report filed by the re 
ceirers and in which they claim that in the 
transactions growing ont of the purchase 
and tranafer to the Northern Paoi6o of the 
Northorn Paoifio &, Manitoba road Villard 
withheld $545,000, which the reoalvera will 
seek to recover. 



GBESHilC AMD MACPHEBSQW. 

The Deceased Statesman Never Forget aiKlml- 
ness Dorliie the War. 

(From tho Kew York Times.) 
One Sunday afternoon when Judge 'Groa- 
bam was postmaster-general I found him eit- 
ting in MoPheraon square in Washington 
City, looking thoughtfully at the atatue of 
Gen. MoPhoreon, and he told me a atory in 
in explanation of hIa cuatom of sitting in that 
particular place. When Gen. Hood threw his 
army against Gen. Sherman in an attempt to 
drive him from Atlanta, MoPheraon com- 
manded one division of Sherman's force. 
That was in July, 18(34 Grosham waa, I 
holievo, a brigade commander under Mo- 
Pherson. Tho S(?htli)g had been going on 
for threo dayp, starting July 19 On July 
2:2, while under oidjra from McPheraoc, 
Oresham waa wounded, a bullet passing 
through his leg, from tho effects of which 
he still limps. Word was at oncn sent to 
MoPheraon at hia headquarters. Ha gave 
orders that Groshum be taken to the bag- 
gage train to hia own oar, and treated 
him promptly and carefully as was possible. 
He then started for hia tent toward the 
aoene of action. The road from hia tent to 
the baggage train waa a elralghb line, while 
the route from the point where Greaham fell 
was aeirouitous one. As soon as possible 
Gretham was taken to the baggage train, 
and ai he was taken from the sbretoher he 
beard some one say : " This is awful ! " He 
asked what had happened, and as the attend- 
ants placed him on the oar floor he turned 
and saw the dead body of General MoPher- 
aon. He had been shot a minute or two 
after giving orders for tho relief of 
Greaham, and his body had reached the car 
first. iJudge Gresham'a favorite resting 
place when in Washington City la MoPhor- 
son squaro, where on ploasant Sundny after- 
noons ho ia often to be found looking at tho 
statue of tho dead general.

VICTORIA'S STKEETS. 

To THK . Editor :— A "Taxpayer" ad 
dresses yonin to.day°a issue on the above 
subject. The letter ia-apparently written 
with the sole purpoie of damaging our 
street superintendent In the eyes of an uu 
thinking aeottbn of the pnblio. "The 
sooner this office ia done away with and tho 
amount i f hia wages spent on tho streets the 
better." So sayii Taxpayer " about our 
utreet superintendent. The veriest rubbish 
possible la this suggestion. Ltst year throe 
street foremen were drawing aomethirg like 
S210 per month for what ia now properly 
(1 )no for SlOO by our present able, energetic 
and honeat street auperintundent. Tho city 
made a liappy ohoico when they gob the pre- 
aent man. His experience and push saves 
thousands of dollara on streab work, by 
judicioualy spending the approprlatione. He 
ia an intelligent, priictical man, and a great 
Improvement on one plan, viz , tho appoint- 
ing of the lu/.y, useless nominees cf uonio in- 
terested aldermen, who could at 
moab but botch and bunglo street 
work, and thus fritter away the 
dollars so hardly earned by real taxpayers. 

Round all civic institutiona always baug a 
olasB of men unfit for any kind of work, who 
olamor for city employment, aaking the 
maximum pay for the minimum labor. Such 
men are mortal enemies to men like our 
preaenb atreeb superintendent, who makea 
tho lazy work, and it is no lurpriso to me 
that they want him turned out by hook or 
by orook. The city needs a street ■* boss " 
badly. Sometimes aa many as fifty men are 
at work on the various streets and it needs 
an eagle eye to get a fair deal for the city 
from snoh a costly lot of men. At 
present we have just the right man and 
long may we keep him. 

Mr. Editor, lb la a cowardly sort of thing 
to write about city officials to the press. 
Tho proper plan, if a uitizan knows anything 
against an official, is to address tho mayor 
and council on tho subjoot. Honest .and 
capable cllioiala frequonily make enemies 
through protecting the city from loss 
through the capacity of grabbers of Iho 
civic puree. I cunsidor it tho privilege of 
every citizen to stand by every city olliolal 
who is capable and who docs his duty. I 
therefore have much pleasure In giving my 
testimony aa to tho manner in which our 
etrcot superintendent does his duty. He 
does it with ability and a self-saorifioing de- 
nial of his own comfort. 

" Taxpayer's " numerous oomplainta about 
the condition of tho streets rsflectB in no 
way on our street auperintondenb. Ho can- 
not make new streets without money, or 
even properly repair the old streets. The 
money appropriated by the council each 
year ia apenb under the direction of that 
body, and the street superintendent is only 
responsible for the actual work he is auth- 
orized to do. The real cause of the unsatis- 
factory state of some of our streets ia that 
they have never been properly made. Our 
rook acd oar natural cement gravel are the 
very best on the Coast, and If a few busi- 
ness streets were to be put properly In order 
under the direotlon of our atreeb ao(>erin- 
tendent the reanlt wonld surprise even 
" Taxpayer." ASti Dead-beat.

STREET PAVING. 

To THE Editor :- Aa tho pavement ques- 
tion is now being well under discussion 
allow me to call attention to what observa- 
tion leads mo to think would be an excellent 
material for the block or Nicholson pave- 
ment, should the block pavement be inbro- 
duoed here ; namely, the butts or large 
stumps of our DougUa fir, a material that 
ii entirely wasted at present. Its dura- 
btlity can easily be demonstrated by looking 
at the remains standing in tho immediate 
vicinity of our city after yeara of exposure 
to wind and weather, quite sound a short 
distance from the bark. Thia would famish 
a cheap material and certainly Is far ahead 
of cedar for durability. 

That the block pavement is, if properly 
laid, and all the material entering into Ita 
proper oonstmotlon treated so as to make 
them Impervlone to water — by this of oourio 
mean the wood — I believe to be the 
moab economical and durable pavement 
Viotoria could adopt. In the year 1860 I 
aaw a pavement oi this kind laid in Reotor 
street, New York, from West street to 
Broadway, a atreet leading from the wharvca 
piera to the main artery of the 
city, Broadway. I have ainco that 
time visited New York on aeveral occasions 
and up to my last visit to that city the same 
Btylo of pavement was in uao on this partiou- 
ar street, which ia subject to heavy traflio 
daily from tho ahipping at ita south end. I 
believe this street was tho first in Now York 
to be paved with wood, and alnce that time 
a number of others Ixjtli in Now York and 
Brooklyn have been treated the same way. 

Another point connected with this system 
is that no cement is nsod, but simply boards 
on a foundation, first of eand, the board be- 
ing first well aeasoned and then aubjoctod to 
an immersion in, I believe, coal tar or some 
other preserving agent. As the time for the 
improvement of our streets is at band, I 
thought i would call attention to these facts.

"CONQUEST OF ARID AMEBIOA." 

Id a former iaauo we referred to an article 
in the May Century, headed aa above by 
W. E. Sraythe. Iho outlines wore given 
and some of the general ooncluaions of the 
writer were presented. The moati latereat- 
ing and certainly the moat instruotive 
feature o{ the oontrlbation in question was 
that relating to the unique experience of the 
Mormon colony in Utah. Leaving out of 
question altogether the system of polygamy 
and religious belief, and viewing the colony 
wholly in tho light of the indaiiirlBl con- 
ditions which it discloses, the admlniBtra- 
eion of the late Brigham Yoodk waa aa re- 
markable for the wladom and foreaiicht dia- 
played by the Mormon prophet aa for the 
snooosa which attended hia rule. Those who 
have been used to regard Brigham 
Young aa remarkable aolely aa an 
apoatla of Smith and his anooeaaore 
aa Preaident and religlona aatoacat of the 
colony will derive freah intereat from a 
perusal of Mr. Smythe'a artiole from an 
economic point of view. The writer re- 
marks that " tho experionoo of the people of 
Utah over a period of more than forty years 
furnishes the best available light for the 
problema of the arid regiona aa a whole." 
Thia, he aaya, waa dae to a combination of 
important oiroumstanoos. It was not the 
experience of a few individuola but of "a 
whole people," Again, Utah waa the very 
centre of tho arid regiona of tho United 
States. It, furtherm.ore, waa not limited to 
agriooltare ; but illaatratea in a maoh larger 
way the development of a commonwealth. 
There was, however, Mr. Smythe oontonda, 
a olroumstanoe of still higher importance to 
be oonaidorod. Eliminating, aa wo have 
said, the whole of tho moral and religioua ole- 
ments incorporated in his ayatem, it may be 
said that " tho econoniia atmoture of tho 
■tate founded by Brigham Yoans appears to 
approach marvellously near to potfaotion." 
Thiaiaoertainlyaatrongatatement and would 
seem to be another instance of popular im- 
pression regarding Imperfootly understood 
conditions requiring correction and rovialon. 
At least, it is one of those oaaes in which it 
is desirable to lay aside prejudicos and sus- 
pend jadgment pending the aobmiaaion of 
evidenoe. So far aa the mattera with which 
the writer deals are oonoerned, polygamy 
and rolIglouH belief are wholly outaido of 
the limita of diacuasiou. Thia he ia careful 
to make plain. " There is, ' ho romarka, 

no doubt that religious auperatition, ren- 
dered eSTeotive by the marvellous mauhiaery 
of the ohnroh, was partly the eonroe of the 
leader's irresistible power with hia own poo 
pie ; but back of the religioua 
Buporatition and tho church organl/.ilion 
Htood the brain of a grout an(i maalerful m 
Ho know that hia power, to bo enduring, 
must roab upon aomething material and tan 
gible, and thia aomething he diaoemed to be 
the prosperity of tho people thomselvea 
Brigham Young waa an organizer of pros- 
perity. This was tho real souroo of hia 
strength. Ho did not aim at mere tenipor 
ary proapority. On tho contrary, ho fought 
everything that tended to that ond, going 
to the length of forbidding the opening of 
the rich mines in the mountains near 
hand, because bo abhorrod tho spirit of 
speculation. Ho chose for tho corner alono 
of hia State tho priiioiplo of Induatrialiam ; 
and that prinoiplo Ilea there yot, at tho base 
of a noble edifice of economic fact, reared by 
human toil and held firmly in placo by the 
average prosperity of all who had part in 
ita building." 

To the average man tho .kbaolute neoosaity 
for irrigation of tho aoil ito produoe crops 
would appear aa on insuperable barrier to 
auocosB, bub to Brigham Y'oung it Waa not a 
drawback, but an advantage of themoatim 
porliant Bott. The writer goes on to point 
oat thai) ib meant freedom alike from the 
dangera of drought and of flood. With rich 
aoil and plenty of aunlight it was ootually 
an improToment on nature to be able to turn 
the " rain '' on or off nb will and with equal 



facility. " It remaisa for a later genius to on tho campaign calcnIablonB of its Grib oon- 
remark: 'Irrigation ia nob a Babatitnte for | temporaries, 
rain. Bain la a aabatltute for irrigation— 

and a mighty poor one.' " For instance, 
the oonditiona were favorable to the 
growth of sugar-beet, beoauae to grow beets 
of a standard size, which la d'dealdar&bum 
of the Bugar-beeb indnatty, molatnie at first 
imparcB vigorons growth and then a period 
of uninterrupted annahine ia neoeisary to de- 
velop the aaooharino qualities. Tho reault 
waa that a groat sugar factory waa added to 
tho iuduatrial ayatem of the Mormoos ; and 
so with all classea of vegetation. The very 
best results were obtainable in point of pro- 
duotion and quality, while the very widest 
variety of prodnotB of the temperate zone 
wore rendered poasiblo. ]5y a Eclentific 
ayatem of irrigation the supply of moisture 
can be regulated to suit the requirements of 
eaoh orop independent of all other oropa. 
I'here is an objeob lesion of vital intereab to 
British Colambla oonaldered in relation to 
the poasibtlities of her great interior, 

Brigham Young also taught his people an- 
other great losson, and that wua that no man 
should own more land than he could oulti- 
vabe to ita bigheat point by hia own and hia 
family's labor, and that no n-an ahouid go to 
a store for any article of food or clothing 
that oonld be profitably produced on hia own 
amall farm. Thia is not to be conatrued aa a 
moral dictum binding on tho oonsoience, but 
as a lesson in economics which teaches that 
it ia unprofitable to have more land than can 
be uaed to advantage. 

This is a ieaaon,' the writer aaya, whiob tho 
Mormon people can teach the world. " The 
time haa come," ho adds, " when the world ia 
willing to liaten eagerly to tho man or people 
who an demonstrate how it is possible for an 
indefinite number to gain a gonerouB living 
by honest labor, not aa servants, but as mas 
tera. Employment, however good the wages 
and certain the tenure, is in the last analya- 
ia a form of servitude. Tho hired preaident 
of the greatest railroad aystem ia a servant. 
The proprietor of twenty unmortgaged 
aores, planned with a view to tho produc- 
tion of nearly all that ia consumed, and in- 
sured Bgaiuit failure by the irrigation oanal, 
ia a sovereign." Mr. Smythe goea on to aay 
that with the Utah people foreign gooda are 
not a badge of honor : The Utah man 
weara Utah clothes, made in Utah factories, 
from wool sheared from tho baoka of Utah 
aheep, with the same pride that a New 
York man weara a London bat, and a New 
York woman a Paria gown " ; and asks : 
" What aro tho financial resulta of thia 
polioy of home industry, beginning with tho 
small diversified farm and loading up to 
^torea, faotoriea and banka " ? He anawers : 
" The polioy haa been in fores for more than 
forty yeara. I'hia ia long enough for a fair 
teat of the prinoiple." 

Very complete Btatlatioa of the ezpendl* 
turoa of the Mormon colony for forty years 
have been prepared, calculated apon the 
basis of an average population of 120,000, 
distributed on 10,000 farma, as well aa in 
cities and towna. The statement inoluded 
labor aa well as actual outlay, losses and all 
other forma of expenditure in development. 
The total ia $542,900,000. Nothing was 
done on borrowed capital, and all waa ac- 
complished without individually or collect- 
ively going into debt. Going Into debt for 
any purpoeo whatsoever ia religiously ab- 
atained from. 

Aa to the profita in ao enormona an ex- 
penditure as that app/ara, it may be of In- 
tereat to know tiiat the average gross in- 
come of the Mormon farmer over a period 
of forty years haa been $1,357.25 or S-182 25 
above tho cost of his living expenses. In 
other words, the accrued surplus wealth, 
taking S,')42,900.000 aa the total expendi- 
ture and estimating the profits of all other 
olassea aa proportionate with thoae of the 
farmer, haa been about $180,970,000 with 
no liabilities. Such a result is the beat 
testimony aa to the aucoeas of tho ayatem of 
economics founded by Brigham Young, 
which Is of intereat to ua mainly as the 
demonstration of the principles invclved, 
aet in operation and praotioally worked out. 
It Ib of further intereat to note that while 
the cenana of the United Statoa ahows that 
only five percent, of all the American people 
have any proprietary interest in the land 
on which they dwell, ninety por cent, of tlie 
Mormon people are owners or heirs cf tho 
aoil ; and of all the people of the United 
States they have been least affeoted, ti at 
all, by tho recent financial orlsia which has 
boon particularly severe on the farming oom- 
mnnitiea as a whole. 



BRITISH CURRBNOY. 

Our newa by oablo yesterday ahowed that 
the aolid men of Groat Britain and tho men 
of tho greatest financial and commercial ox- 
porlenca are bound to stand by the currency 
lyBtem nnder whiob Qreafe Britain has grown 
rich and has taken the leading plaoe among 
the commoruial nations of the world. It is 
fair to presume that the leading merch[ints 
and bankers of London are aa good judges 
aa to what liind of curronoy ia boat for tho 
intereata of the Empire as are to be found in 
the world. They have made finance and 
commerce the study of their Uvea, and they 
have brought to that stndy minda improved 
by the beat ayatem of education and ahar- 
pened by oxperionco gained under tho moat 
favoroblo circuniatancoa. Thoy may, wo 
think, be depended upon to know what 
atandard of value is best (or Greab 
Britain. It will bs obaerved that 
the Ghaaosllor ol the Exohequer waa in com- 
plete agreement with the merchants and 
brokers who addreaaed him. What he aaid 
will no doubt havo groat weight with men 
on both aldea of the Atlantic who are 
sedulously atndying the queatlon of our- 
renoy. He aaid : " I oononr entirely in tho 
opinion that the ezperienoe of well nigh a 
century haa proved that the present aystem 
ia anited to the wanta of this great commer- 
cial country, and that to deport thorofrom 
would be disaatrouB to the trade and oredit 
of tho United Kingdom. A continuity of 
the national polioy ia more neosasary on this 
than on perhaps any other queatlon." 

The queabion to be oonaldered on thia aide 
of the Atlantic ia : Is tho currency syateiii 
which for over eighty yeara hiis worked ao 
well in Great Britain suited to younger 
communities? Aro their ciroumatanooa 
aoob that the prinoiplea which time 
nd experience have ahown to 
be Bound in a nation which haa 
arrived at maturity are not applicable to 
now countries 2 We find that in the United 
States men of tho aame olaas as thoae who 
urged upon Sir Vernon Horoourt the neces- 
eity of adhering to the old single atandard, 
bold the aame viewa with reapeot to curren- 
cy. They favor gold and are oppoaed to try- 
ing experiments with the currency. They 
are, no mottor by what name thoy are 
cillod in politics, ataunohly conservative on 
the money question. It ia said by some that 
because the leading busineaa men are in favor 
of a single standard the great body of tho 
people ahouid favor a double standard. They 
try their beat to make the maaaea believe 
that tho rich men are their natural onemiea. 
This, we aro convinced, is a moat misohie- 
voua error. The interesta of all claaaoa are in 
these days so closely bound together that 
what benefits one olaas benefits all claasea, 
and on the other band what hurta one part 
of the oommnnity hurts all the other 
parts. The present depression proves this 
very clearly. The hard times havo been 
quite as injurious to tho rich ns they havo 
been to the poor. The poor, it ia true, have 
suffered, but the loues of tho well-to do 
have been appalling. It ia they who have 
suffered from the immense shrinkage of 
valnea, which haa been the chief feature of 
the hard timca from which all are snflering. 
When tImoB got better tho whole oommunlty 
feels the improvement. And tho masBoa 
feel the effecta of the change before it 
reachea the olaaaes, and to a greater pro- 
portionate extent. (The man who tbinka 
and observes must see that there is po class 
in the community, except the criminal class, 
which ia a natural enemy of tho othera. It 
ia therefore foollah in the extreme for ono 
olaaa to adopt a theory of curronoy because 
another cUss which it looks upon as its ene- 
my believes in and advooatea another. There 
can be no doubt whatever that the syatam of 
currency which is beat for the Intereata of, 
say, the trading olaaa, ia beat for all the other 
claaaaa.

The Now WiUrr Uato JSehedule AJopted— That 
lJl8i)uted Contnict— The Dredglni;. 

Tho city council mot laat evening. Mayor 
Toaguo in the chair and all tho aldermen 
preaent, and Immodiatoly went into commit- 
too of the wholo on tho waterworUa regula- 
tion by-law, which waa conaiderod clause by 
olauao. 

Ai.i). Mac.mii.i.an' moved to aubatltute for 
the proposed ordlnory house rate of $1 a 
month, a rate of 05 oenta a month for each 
dwelling on a lot up to (jO foot frontage, and 
'Jo. per annum for eaoh foot frontage. Alao 
to strlko out tho charge per 1,000 bricks, 
etc., for buildlog purposes, the ordinary 
monthly rates to be paid from tho time oou- 
nection is made. 

Ai.i) MoLei.i.an eppoaed any frontage 
tax, but advocated a reduotion of tho 
charges to those houaaholders using meters, 
moving to that etTeot. 

Aj.D. Cameron argued against tho oven 
tax of $1 a mouth, and alao against the 
meter system, in favor of a charge bisod 
upon a rent value, or otherwise adjusted so 
that the rich man will ppky more than the 
workingmon. 

After much disouesion tho straight charge 
of $1 per month proposed In tho by-law was 
adopted. 

The rato for stores was made 50o per 
month up to 25 feet frontage and 2a per 
month on each additional foot. 

Ald. McLkllan then moved his amend- 
ment as follows : " That for housea contain- 
ing more than six living rooma and situated 
on a lob larger than 00x120 (with meter on) 
the rato for § inch meter ehall be 25 ccnla 
per month. The charge for water uaod shall 
be, in tho case of lots larger than (i0.il20, 
20 oenta por 1,000 up to 5,000 gallons per 
month, every additional 1,000 gallona to bo 
at tho rato of 10 conts per 1,000. All other 
meters to bo reduced 50 por cent, in the 
eame manner and proportion as the J inch 
meters. When meter is not supplied for 
housea and lota larger than (jOxl20 to be 
specially rated by the water commiaalonor." 
This amendment waa adopted. 

The remaining rates were adopted as they 
appeared in the draft of tho by-law, and tho 
committee roae. Their report was adopted 
and the by-law waa paased. 

The matter of the Coughlan & Mayo con- 
tract came up again, on a request for In- 
strnction to the city aolloitors with respect 
to the report of the commlisionera referred 
to them at laat meeting. 

Ald. HiiMPiinEY moved to request the 
oommissionera to Inform the oounoil aa to 
where they got the data upon which the re- 
port is bued, and alao as to why they left 
contract No. 3 out of their oalonlatioDa.

(witness') charges against the police. They 
aakod to be allowed to uao hia name In the 
cjui tarn aotlon, but he refused. 

Mr. Gregory objected to thia evidence 
and the Court Buataincd the objection, aa 
even if the defendants had approached wit- 
ness lb was no crime to initiate prooeedinga. 

Witness, oontlnaing, aaid he had a griev- 
ance againat the police. Gibba had done 
something illegal ; what it waa witneaa did 
not want to aay. Preaaed for an anawer he 
said: " Well, if you wiab lo know, Oibbi 
said ho would do hia daunedeat against me.' 
Witness had made ohargea itgainat Oibba for 
taking money illegally. Then wItneaa went 
to defendants to bring an action. 

" Did they bring an aotlon againat h'm 
aakod Mr. Richards. 

" No they didn't bring an aotlon, but 
they got him put out anyway." 

Here His Lordship interposed that he did 
not see what all this had to do with the 
case. 

Croaa-eiamlned by Mr. T. R. E. Molnnos; 
Waa present when Rosa waa given tho fuO 
by defendants who then stated that Mr. 
Planta had paid it to recoup tho money 
Rosa had paid in fines for hia b-jy. Do 
fendanta at tho aamo time said they were 
paid their costs. Ue also understood that 
it waa arranged that Gibba was to be put of! 
the police force. 

George W. Thompson, clerk of tho court 
registrar's cllico, Nanalmo, gave evidence aa 
to the entries about tho qui tarn actions in 
tho regiatrar'a books ; and H. Stewart, tel- 
ler of tho Bank of B. C. branch at Nanaimo, 
proved tho payment to Mclnnea k Molnnea 
of Pianta'a S3ti0 check. 

Mr. Gregory In opening tho case for the 
defence atated that the defondanta would 
not deny having taken $300 from Mr. Plan- 
ta, bub they had done so In aebtlement of 
the olaima of Boaa and othera for the ex- 
pensea they had been put to by police perae- 
cutlona, and not to componod the qui tarn 
actions. 

T. R. K. Mclnnea, one of the defondanta, 
was the first witneaa for the defence. In 
Uotober, 1893, Rosa, Marshall and Hosklna 
consulted him on certain grlovanoea tiiey had 
against tho police and againat Gibba in par- 
ticular ; stating that Gibbs, Planta and 

Connell (chief of police) wore in together ; 
that GIbbs had a spite against Rosa' aon 
Dan and continually arreated him without 
oaugo ; and that hia elder brother and fath- 
er had to pay Snoe and extortionate auma to 
Gibba. VYitucea pointed out to hia olienta 
that there was a criminal and civil remedy 
against GIbbs and Planta for conspiracy. 
His clients told him they had put their 
complaints in afiidavits taken before Mar- 
tihall Bray, registrar at Nanalmo, who had 
forwarded them to the Attorney-General's 
department. The affidavits had been 
returned to tho registrar and from 
him defendants obtained them. In 
addition to this W. W. B. Mclnnea 
made inquiries and found Planta had not 
made hia roturna to the provincial secre- 
tary as required by law, It was then de- 
cided to begin a qui tarn aotion- Defond- 
anta explained to their clients that aa Uoaa 
liad a special grievance he ahould bring It. 
The summonses were therefore Issued In the 
namo of Rosa. Next day Planta oamo to 
defendants and asked what all this was 
about. Witness olTorod to go into details, 
but Planta lofuaed to hoar them. Witness 
informed Planta that ho was said to be oon- 
aplring with Gibba, ond witneaa alao aaid 
Gibba must bo romovcd or an inveatigallon 
must bo made into all iho charges, Planta 
ropliod that ho would rather pay $500 than 

1 hero should bo trouble; and if dufondanls' 
cliouta ball boon put to expenao on hia ac- 
oount ho would pay thorn. Witneaa said all 
right, but insiatod on Gibba boiug put off 
tho police force. I'lanta replied that could 
not be done just at once ; probably not bo' 
foro tho beginning of the year, and 
aakod what costa and cxpcnoea do 
fondant'a clients had boon put to. 
Defendant answered that J.'i.lO would cover 
those expuneea, iucluding his firm's charcea. 
Planta agreed to give a chook for $300, 
which defendant accepted. Pianta pro- 
mlaed to use his influence to remove Gibba. 
A year later witneaa waa In the government 
offiooa at Nanaimo when Mr. Stanton asked 
him about the Rosa and Planta qui tarn 
casea, and said he would like to get them off 
tho booka ua ho wanted to file them. Do- 
fcndant replied be waa not going on with 
thorn and marked them off tho booka. In 
tho moantimo defendant had acted for 
Planta in aomo matter on tho royal commis- 
sion and olhorwieo. About Duconibor ISOl 
Stanton camo into hia olEco and aekod for 
tho ovidonce defendant hud againat Planta 
for tho commission; difiindunC refueod to 
glvB it ; Bray then camo and demanded tho 
papora and getting angry baoauao of do- 
fondant'a rifuaal said ho would got him in a 
hole. Somo time later Bray laid an in- 
formation against defondanta for compound- 
Ing a qui tarn aotlon. Witneaa denied 
having told Stanton that he had settled the 
qui tam action ; defendant also denied 
tolling Stanton that the oaoca should bo loft 
on tho booka ao that no ono olae could bring 
action againat Planta. In September 1894 
Stanton acoueed him of having aohemed to 
put other men lo hia and Bray'a plaoea ; 
bnt thia the defendant) denied.

Mr. Rloharda on one side and witnoea and 
Mr. Gregory on tho other. Mr. Richards, 
In the oonrao of a ri(;id croas-examlnatlon In 
reffard to the moral aspect of brinKlng a 
qui tam aotion for the purpoae of .ma|(- 
inft Planta eettle Roia' ezpenaea, waa inter- 
rupted frequently Iiy Mr. Gregory, who aaid 
Mr. Rloharda was making apeechea to tho 
jury. Hia Lordship interposed, aaying that 
whatever might have been defendants' 
motives might possibly be a matter for the 
law aonlety, but not (or the court. The de- 
fondanta were not on trial for that, but for 
a charge of compoundinR. 

Thia cloBod tho case, Mr. Gregory not 
calling any witneaaea for W. W. li. Mc- 
lnnea. 

Mr. T. R. E Mclnnea, In addreaaing tho 
jury, dwelt strongly on Mr. Pianta'a ovi- 
(ionco to tho cffflct thai he did not pay tho 
$.'100 to settle tho (|ul tam actlono, but " to 
prevent u duet Doing kicked up " hy 
an inveatigation of the police. Ho 
olaima that tho case waa one of 
political animus. He waa followed 
by Mr. Gregory for tho other defendant. 
He argued that Mr. Stanton and Mr. Bray 
had a spite against defondanta, and drew a 
somewhat amusing picture of tho haughty 
civil aervanb who weara good olothea and a 
proud air and playa lawn tennia at 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

Hon. Mr. Rloharda having presented the 
crown side of the case to the jury, 

HIa Lordship summed up the case, and In 
doing BO deprecated the personal attacks 
made by both sides during the trial. Neither 
Mr. Kray nor Mr. Stanton merited tho at- 
tacks made on thoni ; thoir conduct in tho 
prooeodinga againat defondanta appeared to 
him blamolosa. Mr. Bray was a public aor- 
vant and waa obliged to act aa auch. Ho 
regretted, too, that aomo of Nanalmo'a 
dirty linen ahould have boon washed 
in court ; it ahould have boon left at 
homo. As to tlio profoaaioiial ot('|uotto in 
regard to the defondanta, tho court had no- 
thing to do with that ; it waa, ho muat aay, 
however, an extraordinary way in which tho 
defendants had aaid they had used tho clauac 
of a statute to bring Planta and others to 
terme, oven though tho objoct waa tho 
rthy one of reorganizing the police force. 
Pianta'a action in goiD([ to dofendanta* office 
and refusing an explanation aa to money he 
had paid oat, waa an extraordinary one. 
Even Kotbaohild, rich aa he waa, would 
have aaked what ho was paying money for. 
After explalnins what compounding meant, 
HIa Lordahip left the matter to the jnry to 
decide whether the money paid over waa to 
compound the qui tam oaae or not. 

After an absence of leaa than ten minutes 
tho jury returned into court with a verdict 
of not guilty. 

Tho court adjourned until half paat nine 
this morning.

Tlio soxibrotto eauio cliuging to tho 
Uim of tlio villain. Slio was glorious iu 
p yellow sillc waist aud lio was glorious 
in a higli hat ami patent leather shoes. 
Thns ai-med thoy felt quite sure of cou- 
ijuering the world, which moans that 
•{^£7 expected to "star" together somg 
day. 

X^JIiilo out of tuli pei'sons in fevery ftudi- 
phce wliioh consists entirely (if playcrr. 
have like expectations, uiid right hero 
lies tho structural wralmcss of tho act- 
ors' matiuco. Your futui'o star begins 
criticising tho performance ns soon as 
the curtain is lifted for the first act. In 
every movement of tho star, in every 
•word spoken by tho star, ho sees how 
much bettor ho could have done the 
part if ho had had tlio chanco. As it is 
pot half satisfying to have half of tlio 
house whispering when one is in tho 
zoidst of his loftiest flight in the third 
act, the star's fir.st actors' matinco is 
■nsually his last. 

"There aro three rca-sons for giving a 
professional matinee," said an old man- 
ager. "First, for the self gratification 
of the actor, who wants his collengiu's 
to kiiow what lino worl;; lio is doing ; 
second, out of courtesy to tho profession, 
and. third, to get a little advertising. 
The second is the most common. Tlio 
manager of every jjroduction which has 
a long run gets many requests from act- 

rwho say tliey wimt very much to see 
but c;ui't, because they're engaged. 
"The first thing a manager docs whcji 
he dei^rmines upon a professional mati- 
nee is to a.-^k tho different managers of 
attractions playing in town how many 
scats tliey can use. Usually every per- 
son in every comp;iny wants two or 
three seats. Their extra seats aro gener- 
ally oasnpied by some stanch admirer 
of theirs who will believe that every 
criticism thoy uttor upon the perform- 
ance is true. Tliis person is called 'the 
sympathetic ear. ' 

"Ticket sellers complain ahont fin- 
icky people, who always insist upon 
such and such a seat. But an actor, 
when tho scats aro given to liim, will 
come and raise a terrible hullabaloo un- 
less thoy :u'o in a certain, exact spot in 
the hou.so. I've oven knowii a manager 
to send back a dozen seats becaii.so lie 
couldn't get them six instead of twelve 
rows buck. There's a lino of would be 
actors waiting outside your door all day 
long, wlio want anvAvhero from one to 
twenty seats ajiiecc^, and you don't get 
a moment's jieaco until tho thing's over. 
You don't get much po.ico even then, " 
After all of their trouble to get seats 
to please them, many of the actors who 
have engaged seats do not come. 1i 
they are merely enemies of the actor 
who gives the matineo they present the 
tickets to a boarding house keeper ; if 
thoy hold an actual grudge, tliey give 
them to a bootblack. Consequently tho 
well dressed leading man doeai't always 
find the persons at his elbows exactly 
the sort of company he would choose. 

The most important figure at the pro- 
fessional matinee is by all odds the mid- 
dle aged lady who is a relative (rf a 
soubrette. The more di^ant the relation 
the more importiint sh'^ is. If she is an 
eighth cousin slio expects Che great doors 
to swing open wlion she is witliin a 
block of the tlieater, and eight ushers 
come out to meet lier. She is fat and 
comfortable looking, :uid she always 
has a temper. 

Tho old time aotor, who has b;xm 
stormed it in tho legitimate as long as 
he could, comes to see how low the 
stage has fallen. Maybe one of these fat 
and comfortable boarding house keepers 
is his sympathetic oar. He tells her that 
things wv.rc far diirerent when ho and 
Bootli were starring it; these young 
actors don't know much, and the stage 
has gone to the bo^vwowa 

Between the acts the corridors swarm. 
Acquaintances meet, and then they be- 
gin t(i talk in this way: 
"How did it happen?" 
"Don't ask me, dear boy. Bnllhead 
Inckl" 

"And, do you know, ho really thinks 
he c;ui act. ' ' 

"Yes. I suppose that he thought ho 
was going to astonish the natives. O ad I 
Did you notice that entrance?" 

' ' Horrible. Conception is all wrong. 
Kow, if I"— 
"And if I"— 

But tliey break right thert; — each be- 
ing imniediately cunvinced tliat tho 
other (Iocs not k-now aiiytliiug about it. 

But tlicre are exeepliniis. Tliey are 
nsually tlie must pnmiiuent actors. 
Soinetiiiics tiio liaiid of the star is 
grasped wanuly between the acts, and 
ho feols tho thrill of triumph with the 
■words: "It's immense, old man. Yon 
are a revelation. " 

The reporter had on his riglitsido tho 
Boubrotto and the villain, and on his 
left ft very nice old lady with white 
curls, who had come with her son. The 
J^oung man was very critical He picked 
Out flaw aft(ir flaw, smd regaled his 
mother witli tliem. Tlio old lady was 
an actress herself — a very good iictress, 
apparently. And flnaUy she said to this 
boy in a gentlo aside : 

"Willie, you may think that you can 
play tlio part better, but wo do not see 
ourselves as others see us. And don't 
yon think, Willie, that it would be bet- 
ter to say that your opinion of the part 
difl"ors from that of the genth^inan? 
And, Willie, do you think it exactly 
right to taUc about your best wliile ho 
is talking? Now, I am sure, ^Villio, he 
can do tho part a gi-eat deal better than 
you couhL Not but that I am proud of 
you, Willie, and I hope that some day, 
if you study liiu-d, you may even do bet- 
ter. " 

And Willie looked hai-d at tho bald 
head of tho orchesti-a leader, aud doubt- 
less thought tliat mothers were nnappw 
oiativo. —Now York Press. 



THE UNSfeEN WORLD. 



Hade* as _to JPlotoo4.Jj}^tb.ft.^fooka of 
•• ' . tho ^Apocrypha. — 

The linok of Daniel, dating from tho 
Jlaccalieaii age, is perhaps 'the earliest 
work in which any clear moral ditt'eroii- 
tiation as regards tho unseen world is 
nianilest. "Many of them that sleep in 
the (lust of tlie earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. And they 
that bo wi.so shall shine as tho bright- 
ness of tile firmament, imd they tliat 
tmii many to righteousness as the stars 
forever aiKl ever. " To find a more do- 
taih^i jiccount of Jiades we must turn to 
tho books of the Ap(X*t'V])Iia, witten in 
CTieck, aud pcr\-aded by ideas PO* pre- 
cisely Hollsuic, but Hellenistic. 

In particular tho book. (3? Enoch, 
which deals largely in Gfichatology imil 
tho socret-s of tlie universe, speaks in 
some detail of the future of ri^hteou.'i 
mid wicked: "All goodness and joy and 
glory are prepared for them ;uid are 
written down for the spirits of those 
who have died in righteousness, and 
manifold good will be given to you in 
recompense for your labors, anti yom' 
lot is abundantly beyond the lot of the 
living." And in contrast : "Know ye 
that their souls (the sinners) will be 
mado to descend into shool, and they 
will become wretched, and great will 
be their tribulation, and into darkness 
and a net and a' burning fire, where 
there is grievous condemnation, will 
yom- spirits enter, and there will bo 
grievous condi^muatioii for tho genera- 
tions of the world. " 

In the fourth book of Esdras it is 
said of tlio enemies of God that "they 
shall decay in confusion, and bo con- 
sumed with shame, and wither in fear, 
when they see tho glory of tho Mast 
High, in who.so sight thoy sin wliilo 
thoy lu-o alive. " Much iufluouco on later 
Jewish thought was exorcised by a well 
known passage of the later Isaiah : 
"They shall go forth, and look upon the 
carciusca of tho men that have trims- 
gre.s.sed against me, for their worm 
shall not die, neither shall their fire bo 
quenched, and they shall bo an abhor- 
ring im to all ficsh. " Theso words iu 
their primary meaning refer to tho ma- 
terial bodies of tho dead, but iu the Hel- 
lenistic age they were used of the fntnro 
world of spirits. And tho picture of 
which tho outline was tlius sketched 
w;us by degrees filled in from nori-Bibli 
cal som'cos. But this fllhng in went on 
but slowly and was not far advanced 
at the beginning of tho Christian era.— 
Contemporary Review. 



LETTER WRITING. 



Tlio Art II Lost Olio l€) the Present Day 
.Scribblor.s uf Hasty Notes. 

Every one knows, of couise, that the 
actual number of letters passing through 
tho mails of every civilized country is 
greater, ratiier tlian le.ss, year bj' ycitr. 
But every one also feols that these let- 
ters are no longer letters, in tho trup 
sense, at all. Tliey are amplified tele- 
grams, bald and bare statements of fact, 
imd they have the loo.se and di.sjoiuted 
mid careless phni.'^eolog)- of the tele- 
graphic iu(\«sage. Tliat seii.so of the fit 
expression, llie giacetul concept; that 
feeling for tlie lucid and connected ex- 
position I if tho ideas, for tho liahuico of 
tho parts, of a letter, for its composi- 
tion, in short — the very term is pre- 
Adimiite to tho end of tlie century ear 
— tliat used to jireoccupy the best letter 
writers of imot her generation have gone 
from our present day scribblers of hasty 
notes, as th{jugh such musty things had 
never been. 

The only people who "compaso" their 
letters now aro cultivated old ladies. 
Their college bred grimddaughters, in- 
tellectually avnied and professionally 
equipped, exhiliit productions in that 
line, of wliicli, lor tho most part, it 
might be said, as H>»nry James re- 
marked of tho notes of invitation of the 
London soviety woman, that they have 
nothing in ciiiunion witli the epistolary 
art but tiie postage stamp.

COUNCIL Otr WOMEN. 

Imjiortant .Subjocts Discussed by the Conven 
tlon at rresont Sitting In Toronto. 

TonoNTO, May 29.— (Special)— There was 
another largo gathering of dologatoa to the 
Canadian Women's Council. Lady Aber« 
deon occupied the chair. A resolution was 
paased calling upon tho newspapers of Can- 
ada 1b the interest of morality to omit 
from their advertising column! the adver- 
tiiements of certain medicines, and from 
their reading columns sensational accounts 
of crime. A motion that the Ontario legis- 
lature he called upon to limit the hours of 
female labor to nine hours a day, was 
referred back, many contending that no 
l^eneral law could be passed on the subject ; 
that many women employed by pleoe work 
would object to tHe hours of work being 
limited. A motion was passed to tho olTeat 
that it having come to tho knowledge of the 
council that married persons, being British 
8ubj:;cte, resident iniCanada, who proceed 
to the United States and go through u form 
of marriage there and return cannot bo 
prosecuted for bigamy, the same be reported 
to the niinieters at Ottawa, with a view of 
having legislation on the subject, or if not 
in their power to petition the Imperial gov- 
ernment to take joint aotien with the United 
States to remedy the existing evil.

It Was for Havlutr Her Arms Un- 
sealed 'J hat tLe "Corwin" Made 
Her a Prisoner. 

The Position of the British Govern- 
ment Clearly Deilaed -Success 
of the Coast Fleet. 

The Bohoonor Shelby, C. Clouaaon muuter, 
which was placed under aeizuro by tho Cor- 
win otf Hippu island (Queen Charlotte group) 
on May. 11, and delivered to Commander 
Garforth of H.M.S. Pheaaaat, at Sitka one 
week later, yesterday reported herself .under 
arrest to Colleotor of Customs A. B. Milne, 
by order of the Commaader of the Pheasant. 
Only three of the original crew remain 
aboard, and for the eeikson'a operations the 
aohooncr has buti 12-t skins to show. Col- 
lector Milne has placed his officers in charge 
of the schooner and hor cargo, and will 
await further instructions from the Admi- 
ralty, through the Commander-in-Chief of 
the Pacific station. 

It is not thought likely that either vessel 
or master will be proceeded against, as ac- 
cording to Captain Claussen'd story the 
seizure of the Shelby was purely tho result 
of ignorance on the part of the American 
officers of Britain's stand un tho sealing of 
arms (juostion. 

" It is entirely untrue that I was seized 
for sealing during tho closed season," ho 
explained lo an interviewer yeatorday — " I 
know hotter than to foolishly risk my 
vessel and my liberty for the sake of 
a few skins. I was on my way home with 

i ikinc, the last of which had been taken 
in April, and bad reached the Queen Char' 
lotte Islands, when I was boarded on May 
11 by the officers of the U.S. revenue cuc- 
t>?r Corwin. They found no green skins 
and thoroughly aatiafiod themselves that 
we had been doing no recent sealing. 

" Our arms wore, however, unsealed, and 
for this Captain Hooper took away my 
papers, plaosd his seal on my arms gave 
me a prize crew of four men, and 
ordered me to navigate the schooner to 
Sitka. I protested that I had oommlted 
no offence — that the law did not 
call upon me to have my arms sealed and 
that he was overstepping his authority. It 
was useless, though, and wo wont to Sitka, 

" There I reported to Commander Gar- 
forth, of tho Pheasant, and repeated to him 
my contention that tho seizure was wrong- 
ful and unjustiQablOi He said It was not 
for him to decide, and direoting me to re- 
turn to Victoria and report myself onder 
seizure to tho colleotor of customs, wrote 
across tho margin of the schooner's registrar 
the following : 

" ' The schooner Shelby has been seized 
by the Corwin for having on board seals and 
sealing implements In prohibited waters, and 
has been turned over by Captain C. L 
Hooper, of tho U. S, revenue cutter Bervioo. 
She is hereby ordered to proceed to Victoria 
and report to the customs there." " 

According to the entry in tho log the 
seizure was made in lat. 52.52:10 N., long. 
134.10:58 W.—abonfe 60 miles off HIppa 
island. That there ia no other charge 
against the schooner than that of having seals 
and unsealed arms aboard Is evidenced by the 
endorsement on the register — and that the 
British government does not consider this 
an irregularity is shown by tho following 
telegram, copies of which have been fur- 
nished by Colleotor Milne to all out-going 
sealers : 

Ottawa, May 11. 
A. R. AIUiic, Collector of Ci;-/o«i,<, Vicloria; 

Her Majesty's government has decided 
nod to renew agreement with United States 
respecting sealing up of arms and imple- 
ments of sealing vessels. Notify all on- 
cerned. (Sd.) John Habdik,

It Is not known whether Captain Hooper, 
of the Corwin, was aware of Britain's atti- 
tude on this point at the timo of the seizure ; 
Commander Garforth evidently was not. 
Sealing men earnestly hope that the instruc- 
tions that have now gone up by the 
Grant will prevent a further con- 
flict of action between tho coun 
tries most concerned, although press 
dispatches from Woshington say that the 
Americans will atlll insist on tho soaliug of 
arms. Tho arrangement in this connection 
has been purely conventional and not at^ all 
obligatory under the Paris award. Wha 
is obligatory ia that there sball be no seal 
ing in specified times and places, and any

CATCH OF TUE COAST SEALERS. 

With the arrival yesterday morning of 
the schooner Beatrice from the North Pdol- 
fic ocean, it became possible to complete the 
official sealing returns of the home fl^eb of 
26 veissls, which hunted this season along 
tho coasts of British Colun-.bia and Wash- 
ington. Owing principally to the stormy 
weather the catch this year is one of the 
smallest on record, and unusually good luck 
In Bohring sea will be neceasary to oompen- 
BSbto tho sealers for the heavy expenses 
which have been Incurred in fitting out. 
Of tho 32 schooners, the Dora Siewerd, 
which, with a oatch of 503 skins, has tlie 
honor this year of being top liner, will be 
the only one to pay expenses. This year 
the lodian spearmen were considered pre- 
ferable to white hunters, and consequently 
native crews manned almost every craft. 
This policy, however, has einco been re- 
gretted and many captains attribute their 
failures to this cauao. Chief among tlie 
oasuahlties this season has boon the loss of the 
Walter A. Eatrle with all handa aboard. 
Many minor accidents ooonrrcd among the 
fleet, but all the vessels, with this exception, 
will be able to start on their second cruise, 
preparations for wbioh are already in pro- 
gress. Within a fortnight vessels of the 
Victoria fleet intending to enter the sea 
from the Russian side will leave port. The 
Sapphire, Favorite, San Jose, Fawn and 
South Bond havo remained In port on the 
West Coast to bo in readiness for operations 
by August 1, while tho Mary Taylor and 
Otto, whioh were spoken by the schooner 
Shelby, have already sailed for tho Copper 
islands, there to fo'low the seal herd Into 
the 10'. The season's returns aro as follows :
